a) education is defined in broad cultural terms, encompassing'' 
educational needs and issues in addition xq certification 
.requirements; b) the academic orientation is interdisciplinary, 
drawing heavily on anthropology, linguijStics, sociology, psychology^ 
and English; education is viewed as an applied field in which'the 
methods and perspectives of various academic dis^riplines are birought 
to' bear on the analysis of complex sociocultural issues; and c^ the 
programs rely heavily on actual field experiences. Only through 
^direct and prolonged immersion in alternatfye settings can the 
students, native or iionnative, acquire an internalized crosscultural 
perspective which will allow them to transcend their own 
et^hnocentrism.
